NEWS OR NOT 


Whither the Roarers? 


Among the visitors in the office of Tur 
BLoop-Horse during the spring racing 
season in Kentucky was Dr. W. E. Egger, 
formerly manager at Mereworth Farm, 
now practicing in the area around (Cyl. 
peper. Va. Dr. Eggert. following a modem 
trend. or possibly leading a modern trend, 
uses his own airplane to make some of his 
more distant calls. He also uses it ag q 
refuge: whenever he has done as much 
work as he is willing to take—and veter. 
inarians frequently have about as much 
as they can stand—he climbs into the 
plane and cruises around, resting comfort. 
ably among the clouds, quite undisturbed 
by telephones. colic. or parturition, 

Dr. Eggert flew his small plane from 
Culpeper to Lexington (Ky.) for his visit, 
and. during the short period he was 
grounded by weather before returning 
home, stopped in to see us. One of his 
remarks arrested our attention. 

“You don’t see roarers on the race track 
any more. At least, you hardly ever see 
one. And there are very few horses now 
racing which have had an operation for 
roaring, as compared with the number a 
few years ago.” 

Why were roarers disappearing? Dr. 
Eggert didn’t claim to know, but he had 
a strong suspicion that penicillin was the 
reason, Roaring is usually the result of 
damage to the recurrent laryngeal nerve, 
which, on its way from the brain to the 
larynx, passes around a big artery, be- 
tween the artery and one of the lymphatic 
glands. The gland is ordinarily about the 
size of a fingernail, but if it becomes in- 
fected (as in strangles) it may swell to 
the size of a big fist. If the swelling per- 
sists for several days, pressing the gland 
against the artery, the nerve may be dam- 
aged permanently, with the result that 
the left lobe of the valve in the larynx be- 
comes paralyzed. The use of penicillin the 
last seven years has limited strangles to 
a less severe infection, and not many re- 
current nerves have been crushed between 
a swollen gland and a pulsating artery. 

“T wouldn’t know for sure, of course,” 
said Dr. Eggert. “You might check with 
some trainers and some other veterinarians. 
Might be something to it.” 

Dr. A. H. Davidson, of Lexington, 
agreed that roaring was less common than 
a few years ago. and that the lower inci- 
dence of strangles was probably respon- 
sible. The reason for that, he thought, 
was not so much penicillin as the thinning 
out in the population of work horses. Race 
horses are not so much exposed to the 
streptococcic infection which causes stran- 
gles. Penicillin is not completely effective 
against the disease, but it does tend to 
minimize the swelling. 

Trainers questioned either didn’t know 
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MONMOUTH PARK JOCKEY CLUB 


or agreed that roarers were less common 
than a few years ago. Medical doctors had 
noted a decline in the hoarseness which is 
sometimes attributable to the similar phe- 
nomenon of “strep throat” in human 
beings. and gave the credit to penicillin. 

Possibly the veterinary profession can 
furnish further evidence with regard to 
the hypothesis voiced by Dr. Eggert and 
others. If it is actually true, for any en- 
vironmental reason. that there has been a 
sudden decline in the American incidence 
of roaring. then the long-maintained and 
never quite acceptable English tradition 
that roaring is hereditary possibly can be 
dislodged. or at least nudged a little. 

European racing has produced some 
patterns which strongly suggest the herit- 
ability of roaring. Or perhaps the thing 
inherited was a throat structure abnormal- 
ly susceptible to permanent damage from 
strep infection. Nevertheless the excellent 
American stud records of horses “touched 
in the wind” like *Star Shoot and *Khaled 
suggest that the trouble comes principally 
from environmental causes. So does the 
apparent decline of the malady. 


Ockie Fain’s Boy 

Robert A. Turner. of San Gabriel. Calif.. 
works at Pasadena. where the Chicago 
White Sex played several exhibition games 
this spring. 

“[ got to talking to their first baseman, 
Ferris Fain. last year’s American League 
batting champion.” he writes. “Did you 
know his father was a pretty fair rider 
prior to World War I? Did most of his 
riding around Kentucky until he went into 
the Army. Ferris tells me his dad came 
out of the war too heavy to ride, but did 
considerable boxing around Texas. He has 
since passed on. 

“T ran into Heimie Cavanaugh, also an 
old jock. and for years with the late John 
Goode. Cavanaugh told me he knew Fain 
from the time he was a green boy and 
that Fain and Eddie Taplan both came out 
of Fresno. Calif.. at the same time. ... As 
far as | can recall. Oscar Fain is the first 
jockey who sired a big-league ball player. 
and a champion at that.” 

Howard Oots remembered Oscar Fain. 
“Rode some horses for me. and some 
against me. at Latonia.” Olin Gentry. who 
had a brief riding career about 1915, re- 
membered him as “Ockie” Fain. that he 
was riding around Reno and Denver at 
the time. and that he had the reputation 
of having been a good jockey. 

Oscar Fain’s best years apparently were 
1910 through 1912. In 1910, the first year 
he shows up in the American Racing 
Manual (which limited its figures to 
riders of ten winners or more), he had 91 
winners from 383 mounts, or 23 per cent 
winners. He had 39 winners in 1911, 56 
in 1912. with much lower percentages of 
success. Incidentally. the Manual reports 
that in 1910. when he had 91 wins. the 
total earnings of his mounts were $20.565,

Alfred Vanderbilt’s Generosity; 
Notes on the New 2-Year-Olds 


New York 

At least there were no arguments after 
Native Dancer won the Withers Stakes at 
Belmont Park last week. I still shiver a 
bit. however—and I daresay I’m not the 
only one—when I think of what might 
have happened if he’d stumbled badly, 
instead of just a little. as he came out of 
the gate at the start of the race. As a 
matter of fact. I noted Bill Winfrey giving 
the colt’s ankles a quick look as he came 
back to weigh in. 

Apparently Native Dancer had been 
sharpened up to break more quickly than 
has been his wont, and he was over-eager. 
In the race itself. however, he was as 
steady as if merely tossing off a routine 
work. (Incidentally. the quarters of the 
Withers were ticked off in :2345, :2324. 
12425. :2485.) 

Despite the traveling he’s done, his 
training. and one thing and_ another, 
Native Dancer looks better. and higher in 
flesh than he did three or four weeks ago. 
and he looked all right then. My favorite 
observer remarked that even his ankles 
appeared to be smaller. but on second 
thought he decided that this probably was 
an optical illusion, due. no doubt. to 
coloration.

When Alfred 
Vanderbilt put in the scratch for Social 
Outcast about half an hour before post 
time, saving the management $1,250 in 
fourth money. he wrote in the space on 
the blank where one gives the reason for 
scratching. “Generosity to the manage- 
ment.

Boojie, you may remember, 
doted on the Widener Course. and Cats- 
paw goes well over it. too, In fact. his 
victory in the Juvenile Stakes was his 
second over it in as many tries. In his 
first, he beat a field of 26 runners.

—Miss Brief. by *Sickle. for which Darby 
Dan Farm gave $46.000. the top price for 
a filly at the sales last year. won at the 
first asking at Garden State Park. Ed 
Bradley. who’d give you even money that 
any high-priced yearling you’d name 


wouldn’t win a race all year. would have . 


lost a big bet on that one. 


GOOD SHOW. Your correspondent— 
who, on the whole, is no jumping race 
man, jumping races being what they are 
these days—reports with delight that the 
Charles L. Appleton Memorial Steeple- 
chase was really something extra. Old 
Oedipus—he’s really not old. only seven— 
never was in better form. taking his 
fences beautifully. and showing plenty of 
foot on the flat. Also, he carried 158 
pounds and gave big weight to every- 
thing. Now, if we could have more steeple- 
chases like that one, and fewer hurdles, 
racing through the field would be fun. 
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NO CHANGE. As was generally ex- 
pected there was no change in the sched- 
ule of dates for the - 1953-1954 Florida 
race meetings. Tropical Park will have 
42 days of racing. beginning on November 
30 and ending on January 16; Hialeah 
also will have 42 days. from January 18 
through March 6. and Gulfstream will 
have 41. from March 8 through April 23. 
according to the schedule approved by 
the Florida State Racing Commission the 
other day.

HBPA And Hollywood Park 
Enjoy A Noisy Compromise 


Los ANGELES 


After setting what must be a new 
world’s record for long-winded speeches, 
conflicting statements, and some of the 
highest powered arithmetic this side of 
calculus. the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association and Hollywood Park 
finally reached a compromise in their bit- 
ter dispute over purse distribution. 

The word compromise is used loosely, 
because. while the horsemen retreated a 
few inches, the track gave up a yard. It 
was termed a compromise, probably to 
make both sides feel better. The end of 
the war meant that the races at Holly- 
wood Park, which had been blacked out 
four days by the horsemen’s boycott, 
finally could go on. 

The settlement came at a bitter and 
stormy session before the California Horse 
Racing Board, and there probably never 
will be another meeting like it in these 
parts, because the stakes were so high 
and the tempers so hot. 

Both sides finally agreed to a 4-3-2.65 
formula. which means that on an esti- 
mated handle of $100.000.000 the horse- 
men will receive $2,820,000 in purses. 
This is $220,000 more than Hollywood 
Park was ready to pay, and $420,000 
more than the original purse program 
announced by the track. It is, however, 
$181.000 less than the HBPA would have 
received if members had stuck by their 
demand for “40 per cent or else.” 


To make up for the loss of four 
racing days at Hollywood Park, the 
California Horse Racing Board ap- 
proved an agreement between Holly- 
wood and Del Mar, under which 
Hollywood will race four extra days 
at the end of its meeting, and Del 
Mar will postpone its opening three 
days. Hollywood will close July 23; 
Del Mar will open July 25, close 
September 7. 


“ 


After the meeting, C. Ray Robinson, 
Merced attorney who was spokesman for 
the horsemen; Robert O. Read. national 
president of the HBPA: Tom Shehan, 
editor of the Horsemen’s Journal; Ed 
Friendly, Charles Leavitt. and others re- 
tired to their suite in the Biltmore Hotel 
to celebrate. So I guess they won the 
battle. Officials of Hollywood Park re- 


tired to their track to call a meeting of 
the board of directors to see if it would 
accept the terms of the compromise. So 
I guess they lost. 

There were a few times during the 
meeting when it seemed that any solution 
was hopeless. and that the session would 
end in another deadlock. 

At the outset, for example. Dwight 
Murphy. chairman of the California Horse 
Racing Board. announced that the com- 
mission would meet again in four days to 
adopt a 4-3-2.7 formula of purse distri- 
bution that would apply to every future 
race meeting in the State, with the excep- 
tion of the impending season at Hollywood 
Park. 

The 4-3-2.7 formula bases total purse 
distribution on 4 per cent of the first 
$10,000,000 wagered, 3 per cent of the 
next $10,000.000 wagered and 2.7 per cent 
of all wagering over $20.000.000, An ex- 
ception was made for Hollywood Park. 
because a license had already been grant- 
ed for this meeting. 

Murphy then recommended a compro- 
mise: Hollywood Park could increase its 
purse program another $130.000. to a 
total of $2.730,000; and the HBPA could 
lower its demand by $271,000. Hollywood 
Park, of course, accepted; but the open- 
ing gave Robinson a chance to toss some 
fiery rhetoric around, which he did very 
well and with telling effect. 

“T am shocked at this suggestion by 
the board,” he said. “As of next Monday. 
you will say that every other track in 
California must follow the 4-3-2.7 plan. 
But right now you are saying that Holly- 
wood Park must pay only a trivial part 
of this. If it’s fair next Monday, why 
isn’t it fair today? 

“As TI understand it, the board has 
made considerable investigation and de- 
cided that 4-3-2.7 is a minimum. Is that 
correct ?” 

Murphy answered it was correct, and 
that the 4-3-2.7 formula was meant to 
be a minimum for purse distribution. 

“In other words,” Robinson said. “you 
are seeking today that we accept a form- 
ula that will be below the minimum on 
Monday!” 

“The 4-3-2.7 formula has already been 
recommended to Hollywood Park.” Mr, 
Murphy answered. 

“But not today,” Robinson said. 

“Not today.” Murphy agreed. 

“Then I must announce.” Robinson con- 
cluded, “that the HBPA rejects the com- 


promise offered hy the board because we 
would be accepting less than the minimum 
other tracks will pay beginning next Mon. 
day.” 

Murphy then reached under the table 
and came up with a bombshell: He order. 
ed a secret ballot on the issue. with every 
available licensee of the State voting at 3 
o'clock that afternoon in the stable area 
at Hollywood Park. It was then about 
1 p. m. 

“You have met secretly with Hollywood 
Park.” Robinson said. charging to his feet, 
“to see what you can do about busting up 
the HBPA.” 

“That is an absolute falsehood.” Mur. 
phy said, 

“Did you meet with Hollywood Park 
this morning—or last night?” Robinson 
asked. 

“No, so help me God.” 

The threat of the secret ballot, coupled 
with such short notices to rally forces, may 
have had considerable to do with the 
hasty settlement of the dispute. 

The three attorneys—Robinson of the 
HBPA, Herbert Freston of Hollywood 
Park, and William V, O’Connor of the 
Racing Board—went into a huddle and 
came up with the compromise solution 
based on a 4-3-2.65 formula. Robinson 
accepted on the spot for the HBPA, and 
Freston said he would recommend that 
his board of directors accept. The board 
met later in the afternoon, and sent the 
commission notice of formal acceptance. 

Robinson, a persuasive and fiery orator, 
was, of course, the star of the show. Mur- 
phy gave him two very splendid openings 
when he recommended the HBPA settle 
for less than the minimum that would be 
adopted throughout the State in four 
days, and when he suggested a vote by 
every licensee of the board on only two

4SB Accepts German Stallions 


Immediately after the second World 
War Col. Fred L. Hamilton, then chief 
of the Remount Division of the U. S. 
Army. moved into Germany and gathered 
up a considerable number of horses of 
various breeds and types. including Thor- 
oughbreds. Since the Germans for many 
vears had been sticklers for conformation 
and soundness in the selection of breed- 
ing stock. Colonel Hamilton shipped home 
what he thought would become an_ ex- 
tremely valuable addition to American 
horse breeding. 


Hamilton’s zeal ended in’ confusion, 
frustration. and futility, The Army de- 
cided against a continuation of the Re- 
mounts horse-breeding program. and 
abolished the Remount Division. The 
Jockey Club. possibly seeing too close 
a parallel between the importations from 
Germany and the “purchases” made by 
Germans after the invasion of France in 
1940. found reasons to deny the privilege 
of registration in the American Stud Book 
for the Thoroughbreds included. The key 
reason given was that the identification 
was suspect: there was an allegation that 
the original records had been destroyed 
and an enunciation of principle that The 
Jockey Club could not accept the “word 
of any enemy.” 


Among the horses thus disbarred from 
Thoroughbred status were some of the 
most valuable stallions, mares. and young- 
er stock in Germany. The horses were 
dispersed at low prices scattered 
throughout the country. Many of them 
had progeny. and inevitably there were 
applications for a review of the case. The 
Jockey Club temporized by registering 
some of the stock “for racing purposes 
only.” Early this year Wolf Gal. one of 
the horses so registered, proved herself 
one of the best 2-year-olds in Florida. 
Immediately there were new pressures on 
The Jockey Club. Last week the knot 
began to loosen. The Jockey Club issued 
the following statement: 


Ata meeting of the stewards of The Jockey Club 
held on May 14. 1953, it was decided that Nord- 
licht. Samurai. Athanasius, and Taj Akbar, and 
their foals for which racing permits have been 
sued, will be registered in the American Stud 
Book if their owners shall comply with the usual 
lequirements of its Registration Department. 


It now appears that. after an extensive investi- 
gation had been made in Germany and_ else- 
where. the French Stud Book Commission decided 
'o accept the German Stud Book as properly kept 
through 1943. and that Nordlicht (foaled in 1941), 
having been sent from this country to France, 
has now been registered in the French Stud Book. 
He is eligible for registration in the American 


Stud Book. 


Samurai (foaled in 1937) and Athanasius (foaled 


in 1931) were registered prior to 1944 in the 
German Stud Book and are in the same position 
as Nordlicht, except that they have not been sent 
to France and there registered. However, the 
Stewards felt that it would cause unnecessary 
trouble and expense if the owners of Samurai 
and Athanasius should be required to send them 
to France. Taj Akbar has been registered in the 
English Stud Book, which is recognized by The 
Jockey Club, and the original reasons for re- 
fusing his registration are considered to be no 
longer controlling. 

Liebwachter cannot be registered because he 
was foaled in 1944, in respect of which year the 
German Stud Book, because of the destruction of 
supporting records, is not acceptable. He was re- 
cently sent to France for registration in their 
stud book but did not qualify. No racing permits 
have been issued for his foals, inasmuch as he 
was imported into the United States as a 2-year- 
old and had no racing record. 


This was not likely to be the end. There 
were other horses in Colonel Hamilton’s 
group which had been duly registered in 
the German stud book and qualified for 
the American book as well as the four 
which have been admitted. There were 
others, particularly those foaled in 1944 
and 1945, which probably were gone for- 
ever from Thoroughbred registry. 


*Nordlicht, best of his year in Ger- 
many. was foaled in 1941, by the cham- 
pion Oleander (grandsire of Wilwyn) out 
of the unbeaten Nereide. He was pur- 
chased by W. D. Pawley. owner of Bel- 
voir Farms. Inc., and is owned by a Vir- 
ginia syndicate. *Samurai stands at Carl 
G. Rose’s Rosemere Farm. Ocala Fla. The 
22-year-old *Athanasius (Ferro—Athan- 
asie. by Laland) was a very successful 
sire in Germany, and his son Ticino has 
been the most successful of recent years. 
*Athanasius is owned by James W. Liv- 
ingston, of Denver, and stands in Colo- 
rado. Mr. Livingston has half a dozen 2- 
year-olds of 1953 by the old horse. *Taj 
Akbar (Fairway—Taj Shirin. by Gains- 
borough). now 20 years old. was bought 
by Major Hartmann Pauly at the Re- 
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mount dispersal and was moved to Cali- 
fornia. 


The case of *Liebwachter indicates 
where The Jockey Club has drawn the 
line in its new policy toward the German 
horses. The horse is owned by Dr. C. Wal- 
ter Mattingly, of New Orleans, who sent 
him last year to France and sought to 
have him registered. Dr. Mattingly was 
advised, he told THe Btioop-Horse, that 
the French registration authority had ac- 
cepted the horse for inclusion in the stud 
book, and accordingly advertised *Lieb- 
wachter for stud service. Somewhere there 
was a hitch. The Jockey Club reports that 
*Liebwachter was not registered in 
France. Since he was foaled in 1944 he 
was not officially recorded in the German 
stud book. He has pride of ancestry 
(Brantome—Lilac Time, by Pharos), but, 
currently, little hope for posterity. 


Careless Nora for Claiborne 


A. B. Hancock Jr. has purchased in 
England, for the account of Claiborne 
Farm, Paris. Ky.. the 8-year-old mare 
Careless Nora. by Panorama out of Care- 
less. by Caerleon out of Traverse, by 
Seldennis. The mare has a 1953 filly foal 
by Rising Light and has been bred to 
Fair Trial. 


As a 2-year-old in 1947 Careless Nora 
won three five-furlong races, including 
the Princess Mary Nursery Handicap, and 
was ranked at 122 pounds in the Free 
Handicap. a pound below the leading 
filly. Fair Dinah. At three she was reck- 
oned the fastest sprinter in England; that 
year she won four of her five races and 
finished second in the other, on a soft 
course at Ascot. 


One Lost, Two Added 


Blue Skimmer (Johnstown—Bird of 
Blue. by Bubbling Over), one of the best 
young mares at Dr. Eslie Asbury’s Forest 
Retreat Farm, Carlisle. Ky.. died recently, 
about two weeks before she was due to 
foal to *Mahmoud. The foal was taken 
from her, but did not live. Foaled in 1942, 
Blue Skimmer was a good winner, and her 
first foal was the stakes winner Blue Re- 
peater. Her yearling colt by Requested is 
to be sold at Keeneland in July. 


Two recent additions to the Forest Re- 
treat band of mares are Egretta and 
Whirla Lea. Egretta, stakes-winning 
daughter of Ramillies—Polly Egret. by 
*Polymelian, was sold in the dispersal of 
the Jerry McCarthy estate in April. Whirla 
Lea, by Whirlaway out of Ore-the-Lea, by 
Bull Lea out of Nellie Flag. is a half 
sister to the stakes winner Blentigo and 
was herself one of the best 2-year-old 
fillies of 1951, when she was assigned 105 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap.

Horse Players’ Taxes ‘Tripled 
By Hungry Ohio Legislature 


CoLuMBUS 


Ohio got a revised racing law and a 
new racing commission chairman last 
week. O. C. Belt. of Columbus. stepped 
aside as chairman; and will step clear 
off the commission when his second 4- 
year term expires June 28. His successor: 
Zoltan Gombos. named as commissioner 
last fall by his fellow townsman, Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche. 

Revision of the racing law was wrap- 
ped up in those paragraphs referring to 
tax and “take.” Democrat Lausche had 
made higher racing revenues a campaign 
issue in his successful bid for a fourth 
term last fall. and Republicans of the 
legislature got on his bandwagon, but 
played a slightly different tune. Out of 
the legislative brain-bending came a 
measure that is expected ‘to up Ohio's 
racing revenue to about $5 million. as 
against a total of $1.8 million in 1952. 

Ohio's race tracks pay their taxes daily. 
In the past. they've had a 10 per cent 
take-out. plus all the breaks, and re- 
mitted from it a tax ranging from one to 
3 per cent. The new schedule boosts the 
take to 12°4 per cent (at trotting tracks. 
to 14 per cent), starts the tax at 2 per 
cent, and graduates it up to 6 per cent. 

After the first $2,000. breakage is 
shared equally by track and State. The 
first $2.000 is exempt as an aid to the 
mutuels at the numerous county fairs. 

The revised law calls for the revenues 
to be paid directly to the State tax com- 
missioner. This apparently means that 
that office must have a_ representative 
present at each track each day whose sole 
task will be to pick up a check. This 
could prove to be one of the rarer 
sinecures. 

As initiated in the House of the Ohio 
legislature. where revenue measures must 
originate. the bill called for a higher 
take and a higher tax. The governor want- 
ed an 11 per cent take-out with a tax 
ranging to 6 per cent. The Senate version, 
which largely prevailed. was between the 
other two. ; 

The governor was not pleased. At first 
he announced he would not sign the bill; 
would let it lie on his desk for 10 days 
and become law without his signature, 
With three tracks (Beulah Park, Toledo. 
and Ascot) in operation, and two more 
(the trots at Lebanon and Painesville) 
about to start, and with his political op- 
posites sounding off loudly with astro- 


nomical estimates of immediate losses in 
revenue, the governor signed. 

Said the governor: “My objections to 
the bill, though it provides increased 
revenue to the State of Ohio, lie in the 
fact that the legislature did exactly what 
I did not want to do. It was my purpose to 
make the race track operators, out of their 
lucrative profits. pay the increased tax. 
The bill has placed substantially the en- 
tire burden of paying the increased tax 
upon the public and practically none of it 
upon the operators.” 

The Senate found that an application 
of the new law to 1952 wagering would 
have left Ohio tracks with $42,000 less 
than they actually retained. However. in 
applying the governor's formula, those 
“lucrative profits” evaporated: as an in- 
stance, Randall Park. which paid the big- 
gest purses and the most taxes. and had 
the best-rounded racing program in the 
state. would have wound up with a $9,000 
loss. 


A BUSY LIFE. Fornier Chairman Belt 
tried to step out of the job and off the 
commission several months ago. but was 
prevailed upon to remain until the legis- 
lature completed its labors. He was named 
to the commission. by Governor Lausche. 
then a first-termer, in 1946; was raised 
to the chairmanship by Gov. Tom Her- 
bert in 1947. 

In the numerous extra-curricular activ- 
ities of an exceedingly active career, he 
never has given sparingly of his own 
time. The chairmanship was certainly no 
exception, He was the commission’s execu- 
tive in fact as well as name. He was his 
own trouble shooter; wherever there was 
racing, there he was, 

At the beginning of legal mutuels in 
Ohio back in 1933, he was the personal 
representative of Gov. George White at 
the first meeting conducted under the 
law. A patron of trotting for upward of 
50 years. he has served in innumerable 
judges’ stands at county and state fairs. 

Stepping slightly afield. he has been 
a member of the Ohio State Fair Horse 
Show Committee for over 20 years. a life- 
time director of the Franklin County Fair. 
a past president of the Columbus Riding 
Club, a director of the Ohio Guernsey 
Breeders Association. a director of the 
Columbus Athletic Club and of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. This and much more. 


THE GOVERNOR. Since his first elec- 
tion, Governor Lausche has kept a finger 
on the pulse of Ohio racing. Within days 


of his first inaugural in 1945, he had the 
commission before him and directed it ty 
order totalizators for Ohio tracks. The 
order was issued, but the “totes” didn} 
come for three years. Wartime restrictions 
and the reluctance of track operators de. 
layed their arrival. 

The gubernatorial finger is still in Ohip 
racing. In a letter to the new chairman, 
he suggested: 

1. A uniform time for race track Op- 
erators to file financial statements, 

2. A mandatory requirement for track 
operators. when requested. to submit in. 
formation on doubtful items in financial 
statements. 

3. A limit on the number of races held 
each day—if the commission does not al. 
ready have this regulatory power. 

4. Forfeiture of a track license if the 
operators fail to disclose requested infor. 
mation on ownership and operation.

Florida Racing Dates 


A 125-day racing program for the Miami 
area was approved last week by the Flor- 
ida Racing Commission. 

The commission ruled that Tropical 
Park should open Monday. November 30, 
and close Saturday, January 16; that Hia- 
leah Park should open Monday, January 
18. and close Saturday. March 6; that 
Gulfstream Park should open Monday, 
March 8. and close Friday, April 23. 

Sunshine Park, near Tampa, was given 
from January 15 to March 15, and allowed 
to remain open a day longer, if it wished 
to hold a benefit day for college scholar- 
ships. Gulfstream also was given permis- 
sion to race another day for scholarships. 

Included in Hialeah’s dates are two 
college benefit days, proceeds from the 
first to go to the three State universities, 
from the second to the University of 
Miami. The same arrangement may be 
made by Tropical Park, the commission 
said. 

The business of awarding dates had 
been held up by the commission while it 
watched the antics of the State legislature, 
which seemed bent upon rotating racing 
dates for the three Miami tracks. The 
House of Representatives only last week 
killed a rotation plan and this week re- 
vived it. Rotation would give each track 
its chance to open during the lushest days 
of the tourist season. The legislature prob- 
ably will stick to its old policy of award- 
ing first choice to the track which provides 
the most State tax money—in this case, 
Hialeah. 


Triple Turf Classic 


The Atlantic City Racing Association 
has announced what it calls “a new triple 
turf classic.” consisting of three races 
with a total added value of $100,000. All 
three races will be run on the turf course. 

First of the series is the American Bred 
Stakes. $25.000 added. 114 miles, “for 3- 
year-olds and up foaled within the contin- 
ental limits of the United States.” Second 
is the Foreign Bred Stakes, with similar 
conditions. except that the horses must 
have been foaled outside the continental 
limits of the United States. Both of these 
are to be run Wednesday, September 16. 
Nominations close August 3. 

Without further nomination or starting 
fee, the first four interests in each race 
will qualify for the $50,000-added United 
Nations Handicap. 1,*; miles. to be run 
Saturday, September 26.

ning races on its track near Shelbyville. 
The request was made in a letter from 
Clarence H. Kirchdorfer. president of 
Brentlawn, to John Dugan, secretary of 
the commission. 


The commission turned down Brent- 
lawn’s first petition last winter. One of 
the grounds for the refusal was that 
Brentlawn had an unreliable economic 
history; the commission also saw no need 
for another race track in Kentucky. 

Kirchdorfer’s letter said the commis- 
sion’s first refusal was based on “weak” 
reasoning. It said that the popularity of 
the Keeneland and Churchill Downs tracks 
was proof that the public would support 
another track. 

Brentlawn activities so far have been 
confined to harness racing. 


Fire Prevention at Delaware 


Delaware Park is doing what it can to 
prevent fires in its stable area. Two weeks 
ago President Donald P, Ross announced 
that thereafter no grooms would be al- 
lowed to sleep in the barns. This week 
Ross and General Manager Bryan Field 
reported some other things they have 
done to keep fire risk at a minimum. 

Fire walls have been built from ground 
to roof in all the barns; a typical 60- 
stall barn is divided into three separate 
20-stall compartments. All track and feed 
rooms are asbestos lined. 

Track police and firemen will be 
schooled in fire-fighting before the track’s 
meeting opens May 29. Other drills will 
be held during the meeting. 


Night watchmen will make hourly 


rounds of the stable area, and, in order to 
see that all are on the job, each man will 
be required to check in at 12 punch-clock 
stations on his route. 


A new automatic alarm system in the 
grandstand has been connected directly 
to the Newport fire department, where a 
control panel will indicate the part of the 
track from which an alarm is sounded. 


The track includes in its fire-fighting 
equipment a chemical wagon with a port- 
able water pump, a combination pumper 
and tank truck with a capacity of 2,000 
gallons, two track sprinklers which can 
be used as pumpers in emergency, and 
three tank trucks which can carry a total 
of 6,000 gallons of water. The track has 
numerous fire hydrants. Portable fire ex- 
tinguishers are in each barn. 


Garden State Makes Plans 


When Garden State Park closes its 
spring meeting May 30, it will begin im- 
mediate work on enlarging its plant. 
Walter H. Donovan, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Garden State Racing Associa- 
tion, said the grandstand capacity would 
be increased 44 per cent. that two addi- 
tional escalators would be installed be- 
tween the ground floor and the mezzanine, 
that new escalators would connect the 
mezzanine with the “skyline terrace, and 
that a new and larger entrance to the 
grandstand would be built to handle the 
crowds from the street. 


Donovan said the association also is 
studying plans to enlarge club house fa- 
cilities for the 1954 season. 
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~ BOOK REVIEW 


A Good Work Continued 


The arrival each year of a new volume 
of the American Race Horse series always 
provides a welcome addition to a Turf 
library. This series. begun in 1936, aug- 
ments the Racing in America chronicles 
which extend from 1665 through 1935. 

4merican Race Horses, 1952, continues 
the high level of writing and evaluation 
that has distinguished the series from the 
beginning. The 1952 edition is the work 
of Joe A. Estes, editor of THE BLoop- 
Horse. who was hastily summoned to the 
task last fall upon the death of Joe H. 
Palmer. author of the series since 1944. 
It is unnecessary to state that Mr, Estes 
ably sustains the pace established by John 
Hervey and Mr. Palmer in earlier vol- 
umes. but I shall say it anyhow. 

The 1952 edition summarizes the season 
so well and embellishes the bare details of 
racing statistics with such grace and in- 
sight that no one not associated with the 
author at the time of writing can appre- 
ciate the difficulties under which he labor- 
ed. Ordinarily a writer would have months 
to prepare for such a task, and could be 
assembling his material while the racing 
season was unfolding. But because of the 


unexpected death of Joe Palmer on the 
last day of October, 1952, Mr. Estes had 
no opportunity to spend much time in 
preparation. If I recall correctly, he was 
not asked to undertake the assignment 
until early December. or thereabouts, and 
had to accomplish in six weeks (dead- 
lines are unsympathetic things) what or- 
dinarily would have been spread over most 
of 12 months. If one knows he is going 
to write a volume of American Race Horses 
he can be absorbing atmosphere and im- 
pressions throughout the season, and en- 
gage in some of the subconscious digestion 
that goes on in a writer’s mind while he 
is preparing to begin the actual work of 
getting things down on paper. 

Joe Estes, then, deserves a special mark 
for his excellent work. Its thoroughness 
and scope do not in the slightest betray 
the remarkable pace at which it was ac- 
complished. The 1952 edition of the series 
takes the usual shrewd but understanding 
view of the horses in the various divisions: 
the handicappers, the 3-year-olds, the 2- 
year-olds, and the steeplechasers. In the 
main, the photographs are excellent, con- 
sidering what an editor is forced to work 
with in the way of Turf pictures, and that 
is no slight handicap. 

The dedication is to Joe Palmer, The 
foreword was written by G. F. T. Ryall. 
If one might make a wish about it, he 
might wish that means could be found to 
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reduce the price of the book from its 
present $25, which places it far beyond 
the reach of the average racing fan who 
would enjoy owning it quite as much as 
those with a closer connection to the sport. 
But we can be grateful to Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Sagamore Press that the books are 
written at all, and that they are so well 
done. A. S. Barnes and Company is the 
publisher.

Tahitian King, which skipped the Kentucky 
Derby after running second to Native Dancer in 
the Wood Memorial Handicap, got his first stakes 
victory of the year in Belmont Park’s Swift Stakes. 
Tahitian King stayed close to Sun Warrior's 
pace until the last furlong, and then raced 
up to win by more than a length. Isasmoothie, 
which trailed for the first half of the scale-weight 
event, outfinished Sun Warrior by a_half-length. 
Possibly because of lack of competition, Tahitian 
King’s time of 1:26 was the slowest the race has 
been run since 1929. The race record is Jumbo’s 
1:22%5 in 1951. 

Bred by his present owner, Ben F. Whitaker, 
Tahitian King was foaled April 18, 1950, on Charles 
Nuckols and Sons’ Hurstland Farm at Midway, 
Ky. He was the first foal for his dam, Carolyn 
A., which was killed about a month later in a 
breeding paddock accident. Carolyn A., a stakes 
winner of $140,615, was of the same immediate 
family from which Mr. Whitaker bred the other 
stakes winners Chief Barker, Grecian Queer, My 
Request, and Hitex. 

As a 2-year-old of 1952, Tahitian King won his 
first four starts (including the United States Hotel 
Stakes and the colt division of the National Stal- 
lion Stakes) before running third in the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes. He later was second to Native 
Dancer in the Futurity Stakes. In the Experiment- 
al Free Handicap he shared the second highest 
weight of 123 pounds with Laffango—seven pounds 
less than Native Dancer. 

Tahitian King is one of six stakes winners from 
Polynesian’s three crops to race. Polynesian, which 
is owned by Mrs. P. A. B. Widener II and stands 
at Ira Drymon’s Gallaher Farm, Lexington, has 
had two other added-money winners this year, 


Native Dancer and Banquet Bell.

Until Dark Star ran into an eager Royal 
Bay Gem in the Preakness “trial” last 
week, most racing fans were talking about 
a two-horse duel in the Preakness between 
Harry Guggenheim’s. good colt and Al- 
fred G. Vanderbilt’s Native Dancer. Dark 
Star’s defeat, however, changed all that: 
made it clear once again that nearly every 
horse that goes to the post bears watch- 
ing, especially one with the potent stretch 
drive of Royal Bay Gem. 

Those three—-Native Dancer, Dark Star, 
and Royal Bay Gem, in that order—prob- 
ably will go to the post as favorites in 
the Preakness, with the big gray colt at 
the shortest odds.

A TRADITION ENDED

OBITUARY 


B. B. Jones of Audley Farm 


Bernard B. Jones, whose huge Audley 
Farm stable and stud was put together 
during the early 1920°s and flourished 
through the difficult 1930’s. died in Wash- 
ington, D. C.. the night of May 5, at the 
age of 86. He had lived in the capital in 
recent years. after moving from the old 
residence at Audley Farm. Berryville. Va.. 
and had been ill for a long time. 

Mr. Jones was born in Kosciusko. 
Miss., and as a young man served as a 
dispatcher for the Illinois Central rail- 
road, but not with any idea of making a 
railroad career. He decided early to be- 
come a millionaire. and with whatever 
spare money he could find speculated in 
oil stocks. One of the investments proved 
successful enough that he was provided 
with some capital. and he and his brother 
Montfort. who also had served as a rail- 
road telegrapher. went prospecting for 
oil in Oklahoma. They struck a rich field 
near Cushing. expanded their interests. 
brought in two other brothers, and gained 
wealth. 

Their fortunes made. Montfort and B. 
B. Jones went into racing and breeding 
on a scale commensurate with their 
purses. B. B. Jones attended the 1919 
running of the Kentucky Derby and im- 
mediately decided that he must buy the 
winner, Sir Barton. from Com. J. K. L. 
Ross. He finally did, after Sir Barton 
had won his most important victories. The 
brothers bought Audley Farm and _ set 
about collecting broodmares. By the time 
Montfort Jones died suddenly at Sara- 
toga in 1927 there were about 150 mares 
at Audley. B. B. Jones. though he soon 
reduced his racing stable. continued 
breeding on a large scale until 1939. when

declining health caused him to disperse 
the stud by public auction. The dis. 
persal was not quite complete, and a dozen 
years later. in the fall of 1951. there was 
another Audley dispersal in which 27 
head averaged $498. 

One which was never sold was Prin- 
cess Doreen. perhaps the best racer ever 
to carry the Audley colors and leading 
money-winning mare in American racing 
when she was retired to the stud. She died 
at the farm last year at the age of 31. 

Audley Farm. comprising about 700 
acres in the Shenandoah Valley, was 
stocked at tremendous expense with stal- 
lions and mares, *Carlaris was reported 
to have been bought for $100.000. Sir Bar- 
ton for $50.000. *Bright Knight for 
$45,000. the good race mare Ethel Gray 
(later dam of Gallant Knight) for $35,000, 
*Tracedes (carrying Trace Call) for 
$35.000. Within a few years Audley 
ranked high on the list of breeders. but 
it was usually higher in number of win- 
ners than in money. For nearly twenty 
years the farm turned out large numbers 
of winners, including about 54 stakes 
winners, but among them only Gallant 


Knight. contemporary of Gallant Fox, 
earned more than $100,000. and only 
four others. Easter Stockings. Green 


Cheese, Spanish Play. and Honey Cloud. 
got above $50.000. A $50.000 winner was 
a rarity for almost any breeder in the 
1930's. 

Among the other good horses bred by 
Audley Farm were Mobashela, Soul of 
Honor. The Choctaw. Midshipman. Cloud 
d'Or, Gallant Mac. Hysterical. Joy Boy. 
Wedding Call. Buster. and Cassis, and 
the fillies Easter Stockings. Altitude. Nel- 
lie Custis, Banner Bright. Con Amore. 
Her Grace, Ridgeview. Late Date, Butter 
Beans. Hilena. Slim Rosie. Maecloud. and 
True Call. 

Among the stallions owned by Audley 
Farm were *Strolling Player. *Quatre 
Bras II, and Pilate. but Pilate gained his 
success after he had been sold to A. S. 
Hewitt. 

Mr. Jones is survived by his widow; two 
brothers, E. L. and Robert L. Jones. of 
Oklahoma: and two sisters, Mrs. Samuel 
Winger, of Kosciusko. Miss... and Mrs.

Fred Watrous 


Fred Watrous. one of the nation’s lead- 
ing jockeys 30 years ago, died May 18 
at Seattle.

Colonel Chinn Reminisces 


Pantaloons and lace doilies hadn’t given 
away to panties and plastics when a 
lengthy young man at Kentucky's staid 
old Georgetown College was called before 
the president of that Baptist institution 
and asked to take his duds elsewhere. 

“You're a fine young man,” the presi- 
dent said. “but you don’t add anything 
to this institution.” 

The president suggested that Phil Chinn 
take his business to another college. 

Young Chinn. who had been more in- 
terested in a Georgetown race horse name 
of Sunshine Whisky than in English 
Lit la. moved over to Centre College, at 
Danville. where he found the academic 
climate more to his liking. 

He was a sensation at Centre. quickly 
took over as manager of the football and 
baseball teams. made a name for himself 
as a boxing promoter. 

Chinn was having a fine time and his 
athletic teams were going great guns— 
until it came time to play baseball with 
Purdue University. In that kind of oppo- 
sition. little Centre didn’t have a chance, 

“I know we can’t beat Purdue without 
a couple of ringers.” Chinn told his 
friends, So one nice day he scooted over 
to Louisville. looked up one of the Col- 
onels’ star pitchers. 

“Ey. how'd you like to play ball against 
Purdue?” 

Ev said he’d like that just fine. Ev 
shaved his mustache, pitched no-hit ball, 
and won 2-0. 

Young Chinn was a sensation. 

Chinn was a sensation, too, at a meet- 


ing in Lexington last week of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, which had 
prevailed upon him to be its guest speak- 
er. to “reminisce” about his experiences 
in racing. Colonel Chinn (he’s a Kentucky 
Colonel) accepted some good-natured 
prodding from the audience and from his 
interlocutor, Jack Howard. and the result 
was a full hour of stories about Chinn 
and friends of Chinn. 


He told of his baseball deal at Centre. 
and about the troubles he got into over 
his boxing promotions (he had to fix the 
timekeeper and the referee to save face 
against a toughie who fought all comers 
under the name of Van Buskirk. a husky 
guv who took on Jim Jeffries only three 
weeks after nearly killing Chinn in Dan- 
ville). 

He told about “Fatty” Anderson. the 
plunger he had learned to respect when 
both were working the racing circuits. 
Anderson was “the biggest eater in the 
world.” and Chinn took bets on the side 
in Cuba that Anderson could eat more 
than the best in that country. Anderson 
didn’t let him down. 

Anderson used to buy yearlings from 
Chinn, but one year Chinn saved out five 
of his best. and when the day came that 
Anderson was to visit the Chinn farm to 
take his pick. the Colonel told his stable 
help to muddy up the five he wanted to 
save and to keep them away from the rest 
of the youngsters. Anderson. of course, 
spotted the five. bought them from Chinn, 
but promised to bet on them for Chinn 
when they went to the races, A couple of

years later, Anderson returned and plunk- 
ed down $28.500 he had won in Chinn's 
behalf. 

Chinn talked about other friends, in- 
cluding Mexico’s Pancho Villa. and told 
of other incidents in a life which has 
been one of racing’s most colorful. He 
spoke little of anything serious: his audi- 
ence wanted to hear roughhouse stories, 
and he gave them what they wanted. 

The only time he paused was when 
Howard asked for ratings of horses and 
trainers. In Chinn’s book. Man o° War 
was the best horse, Bracadale the best- 
looking horse, Speculation the best-looking 
sales yearling, England’s Alex Taylor the 
best all-time trainer, Ben Jones and Pres- 
ton Burch the best modern American 
trainers; the best breeder, Maj. Foxhall 
Daingerfield; the best all-around horse- 
man, Hal Price Headley; and the best 
horse trader, Kenry Knight. 

Chinn said of Headley: “He and Bar- 
ney Baruch are the only ones I know 
of who can throw up a silver dollar and 
watch it come down gold.”

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17 Thoroughbreds 
Die in Ohio Fire 


Seventeen Thoroughbreds and a stable 
pony were killed May 10 at Beulah Park. 
Grove City. Ohio. in a fire which leveled 
a brand-new barn and did damage esti- 
mated at $52.000. The blaze brought to 
13 the number of serious fires at race 
tracks within the past 16 months. In all, 
187 horses and 26 ponies have been fatal- 
ly burned or injured so seriously they 
had to be destroyed. The loss amounts to 
more than a million dollars. 


Firemen said the Beulah Park fire was 
caused by an electrical short circuit— 
according to the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau. the most frequent 
cause of fires at race tracks. 


The loss of horses was shared by two 
owners: Gale Osborne of Olney, IIl.. said 
he lost 12 runners and a pony, and Pat 
Mitchell of Lansing, Mich., said he lost 
five horses. Osborne listed his losses as 
Ramajo. King Bud, Roytig, Sadie Brown. 
Sally Sweep. Herman, Tyndareus, Crow- 
hession, Excited, Jim Jack, Grape Jam. 
and Gramps Four. Mitchell said he lost 
Troublemaker, Cocaine Lil, Statute, Doc- 
tor A., and Kellaway.

hours’ notice. Robinson aggressively 
wrung the utmost from each opportunity. 
Before the meeting, Robinson had prom- 
ised to resign if he did not obtain a 40 
per cent settlement for the horsemen. 

Well. he didn’t; and I have an idea 
the horsemen might be able to persuade 
him to change his mind. He deviated a 
little from his slogan of “100 per cent for 
40 per cent.” but he got the horsemen a 
lot more than most of them ever thought 
possible when this campaign began. 

Peace. the wonder drug. wrought a near- 
miracle in the stable area the next morn- 
ing. Horses that had been coughing and 
wheezing and were so lame they could not 
be entered to race had suddenly recovered. 
When Racing Secretary John Maluvius 
opened the booth for entries, he was 
swamped, An extra $5,000 was tacked onto 
the opening day’s program, lifting the dis- 
tribution for the inaugural card from 
$54.500 to $59.500. Everyone wanted to 
run for the loot. 


The four-day pestponement in the track 
opening had no ill eects at the boxoffice. 
More than 44.500 racing fans turned out 
to see the first card and shoved $2.463.121 
throungh the pari-mutuel windows. The 
first Saturday’s handle a year ago was 
$2.438,468.
